An endeavor to go to sleep is a mistake. 
For example, when the will makes an ef­ 
fort to dull the ear the mental sense be­ 
hind the sense organ is thrown into a con­ 
dition of listening and tension. The power 
of hearing is not diminished, but, as it 
were, restricted in its raDge and its (light­ 
ened sensibility—as the vibrarile capacity 
of a musical reed may be raised by reduc­ 
ing the length of the fiber along which its 
vibrations are propagated. Noises that 
would not previously have been noticed 
are perceived, and become sources of an­ 
noyance. This intensifying of the sensa­ 
tions in the attempt to go to sleep, of which 
most persons are conscious, is doubtless 
partly due to the quiet that prevails in the 
house aud bed-chamber ; but there is also 
an increase of the susceptibility of the per­ 
ceptive faculty, frequently to snch an ex­ 
tent that the ticking of a watch or the 
tapping of an insect behind the wall-paper 
will not only be heard, but be actually pain­ 
ful.So it ia with sight ; when tho eyelids are 
closed the inner mental sense of vision be­ 
comes increasingly acute, aud the field of 
sight is toon crowded with grotesque and 
rapidly changing images. The worrying 
effect of this phantasmagoria is a too famil­ 
iar experience of the sleep-waiter. All the 
mental senses are in like manner stimulated 
and their acuteness intensified by the en­ 
deavor to lower the sensibility of the sense 
organs. The mental senee of smell may be 
rendered so keen that the scarcely percept­ 
ible odor of bed-linen will prove offensive. 
Taste may be so stimulated that the natu­ 
ral moisture of the mouth becomes loath­ 
some. General sensation may be so inten­ 
sified that a rough thread in a sheet, or a 
little stream of cold air finding its way 
under the coverlet, will occasion the most 
irritating experience. In short, the whole 
process of attempted sente-subduing is un­ 
natural and opposed to the dictates of rea­ 
son.No such effort onght to be made. Exter­ 
nal quiet ehould be secured, if quiet be 
personally agreeable, aud whether light or 
darkness be preferable must depend on the 
idiosyncrasy. No control ought to be ex­ 
ercised over tbe senses. The eyelids should 
not be closed, but allowed to droop when 
weary. There should be no resolution to 
disregard sounds, or to suppress Bensations 
of any kind. The surroundings being pro­ 
pitious and consonant with tbe “ feel­ 
ings,” or, still better, disregarded, mind 
and body should be left to take rheir chance 
of sleep, without the striving which, iu 
truth, is the principal cause of wakeful­ 
ness. This is why it often happens that 
persons' who cannot sleep in bed by night 
will drop off to sleep readily in a chair by­ 
day. It is the effort to sleep that keeps off 
slumber, and when there is no effort, sleep 
comes naturally. If the endeavor to 
rleep is made, as it commences expectancy 
begins, and, paradoxically as it may seem, 
the consciousness is actually kept awake to 
watch for sleep 1 This watchfulness, aris­ 
ing out of the eagerness of the desire for 
sleep and the intensity of the effort made 
to woo it, throws the mind into a sort of 
tensive anticipation incompatible with 
somnolence. Then comes the period of 
restless and irritated disappointment, in 
which the mind is so vexed, the brain eo 
excited, and the organism, as a whole, 
thrown into such a state of irritability, 
that the best thing to do is to rise and 
take a bath, or wash from head to feet, 
with the double purpose of allaying the 
excitement and inducing a more peicoful 
mood by physical exercise.

In the use of th a t m ost useful of all do- 
rtiestic animals, the horse, it has become 
apparent th a t m an has no t developed the 
highest possibilities of 
th e beast, bu t 
still fetters his progrere. 
The advances 
in scientific rerearch, th e more general dif­ 
fusion of knowledgo regarding th e an at­ 
omy and physical dem ands of th e horse, 
and th e enlarged view taken in this age of 
the claims of dom estic anim als upon our 
sym pathies, and for hum ane treatm ent, 
have al< tended to b etter th e condition of 
tliis anim al in servitude, and to render him 
still more useful to his m aster. 
O ur a tte n ­ 
tion has for some tim e been directed to the 
current of debate in the press of th e coun- 
try 
upon 
the 
question 
of 
bearing 
reins, 
chocks, 
collars, 
and 
especi­ 
ally 
horseshoeing. 
As 
to 
bearing 
reins and over-checks, those advocating 
their total abolition are steadily gaining 
ground, and they are so obviously correct 
in th eir views, th a t it is fair to assume 
these to rtu rin g devices will in tim e give 
way before the hum ane protests now being 
m ade against them . 
-There is reason to be­ 
lieve, also, th a t th e century will witness,

DEATHS 
BY 
ELECTRICITY. 


Two men have ju st been killed a t Paris 
by accidentally taking hold of the wires of 
eleotric lights. 
T he presum ption is th a t 
the lights were being furnished by the 
G ram m e or Brush m achines, which work 
a t high tension. 
The Edison machines 
have this advantage over the ones named, 
th at they w ork a t a low tension. 
They 
proceed ou the principle of the least resist­ 
ance to the current, and th eir current does 
not w ork higher th an from 100 to 150 
volts, whereas those of Brush and Gramme 
go aa high as from 700 to 800 volts. 
One 
effect of this difference is th a t while the 
full current from an Edison m achine could 
be put through a m an’s body w ithout giv­ 
ing him more than a brisk shock, the current 
of the Brush and G ram m e machines would 
kill him instantly. 
And th is is a resson 
why the Edison m achines are likely to be 
employed eventually for house lighting, as 
against any other machines now in use ; 
for it is clear th a t it w ill not be safe to let 
maohines 
whose 
unguarded wires 
are 
laden w ith death, be introduced as gener­ 
ally as m ust be th e case w here the illum i­ 
nation ol a city has to be done. I t ia equally 
evident th a t th e danger which attends the 
Gram m e and Brush m achines because of 
th eir high tendon will have to be ob­ 
viated in some way if th ey are to be at all 
generally employed.

W hat the F ath er of Democracy Believed— 
Physical Demands for a Day cf R rst. 


Eds. RScoRD-Umion : In an open letter 
addressed to General Stonem an by W illiam 
A lexander, published in your issue of Ju ly 
29tb, reference is made to the opinions of 
Jefferson and Jackson, the tw o great lights 
of tho D em ocratic party, relative to the 
Sunday question. 
A nd as D em ocrats pro­ 
fess such a desire to be guided by the real 
sentim ents of 
th a t 
revered statesm an, 
Thomas Jefferson, I wish to call their a tte n ­ 
tion to his expressed views in an interview 
w ith Daniel W ebster, 
I quote from a let­ 
ter w ritten by Daniel W ebster to P ro­ 
fessor Pease, of N ew Y ork city, dated 
Ju n e 15, 1852, and published in the Bos­ 
ton Travelltr of June 11, 1869. 
In this 
letter M r. W ebster said : 
" M any years ago I spent a Sabbath w ith 
Thom as Jefferson a t his residence in V ir­ 
ginia. 
I t was in the m onth of June, and 
the w eather was delightful. 
W hile en­ 
gaged in discussing the beauties of the 
Bible, the sound of a bell broke upon our 
ears, when turning to the Sage of M onti- 
cello I rem arked : ‘ H ow sw eetly, 
how 
very sw eetly, sounds th a t Sabbath bell,’ 
The distinguished statesm an for a moment 
seemed lost in thought, and then replied : 
‘ Yes, m y dear W ebster. 
Yes, it m elts 
the heart, it calms our passions, and makes 
us boys again.’ 
H ere I observed th a t man 
was only an anim al formed for religious 
worship, and th a t notw ithstanding all the 
sophistry of Epicurus, Lucretius and V ol­ 
taire, the Scriptures stood upon a rock as 
firm, aa unm ovable as tru th its e lf; th at 
man in hia purer, loftier breathings turned 
th6 m ental eyes tow ard im m ortality, and 
th at the poet only echoed th e general senti­ 
m ent of our nature in saying th at ‘the 
soul secure in her existence, smiles a t the 
draw n dagger, and defies its po in t.’ 
Mr. 
Jefferson fully concurred in this opinion, 
and observed th a t th e tendency of the 
American m ind was in a different direc­ 
tion, and th a t Sunday-schools presented 
the only legitim ate means under the Con­ 
stitution of avoiding the rock on which the 
French Republic was wrecked. ‘ B urke,’ 
said 
he, 
‘ never 
u ttered 
a 
more 
im portant 
tru th 
than 
when 
he 
exclaimed 
th a t 
“ a 
religious 
educa­ 
tion 
was 
the 
cheap 
defense 
of 
na 
tions.” 
‘ Raikes’, said M r. Jefferson, ‘ has 
done more for our country than the pres­ 
ent generation will acknowledge ; perhaps, 
when I am cold be will obtain his rew ard ; 
I hope so, earnestly hope ro. 
I am con­ 
sidered by m any, Mr. W ebster, to have 
little religion, bu t now is not the tim e to 
correct errors of this sort. 
I have alw ays 
said, and alw ays will say, th a t the studious 
perusal of the sacred volume will m ake 
better citizens, better fathers and better 
husbands. 
Of th e distinguished Raikes, 
he was elarum et venerabile nomen.' ” 
In the same letter Mr, W ebster said : 
“ The Sabbath-school is one of the greatest 
institutions of the day. 
I t leads our youth 
in the path of tru th and m orality, and 
makes them good men and useful citizens. 
As a school of religious instruction it is 
of inestim able value ; as a civil institution 
it is priceless, and has done more to preserve 
our liberties than grave statesm en and 
arm ed soldiers. 
L et it th en be fostered 
and preserved until the end of tim e.” 
Mr. W ebster farther said : “ I once de­ 
fended a man charged w ith the awful crime 
of m urder. 
A t the conclusion of the trial 
I asked him w hat could induce him to 
stain his hand w ith the blood of a fellow 
being. 
T urning his bloodshot eyes full 
upon me, he replied in a voice of despair . 
‘ Mr. W ebster, in m y youth I Bpent the 
holy Sabbath in evil am usem ents instead 
of frequenting the house of prayer and 
praise.’ 
Could we go back to the early 
years of all hardened crim inals, I believe, 
yes, firmly believe, th a t their first d ep art­ 
ure from the path of m orality was when 
they abandoned the Sabbath-school. 
And 
th eir subsequent crimes m ight thus be 
traced back to the neglect of youthful re­ 
ligious instruction.” 
Now, if such were the views of the 
two 
m ost 
em inent 
statesm en 
A m er­ 
ica ever produced, as to the value of the 
Sabbath-school, would it be wise for the 
voters in this S tate to cast th eir ballots a t 
the coming election for those who are 
pledged by their party platform to abolish 
if possible the Sabbath-school day? 
May 
I add to th is by quoting frcm a report I 
had occasion to m ake on the Sunday ques­ 
tion 
to 
the 
G rand Lodge 
(California 
I. O. O. F. in 1870, found in vol. I, page 
274, of th e journal of proceedings of th at 
body) : “ N ext to th e family the Sabbath is 
the first institution of God on earth. 
The 
word and exam ple of God have sanctified 
it from the daw n of tim e. 
The day of holy 
rest to a land bearing th e C hristian name, 
and to a republic based on equal rights, has 
the highest eivil w orth ; it is indispensable 
to th e pu rity and stability of a popular 
governm ent. 
The S tate needs it as a 
safeguard of the public order, quiet and 
virtue. 
H um an 
laws, 
however 
wise 
in form, become effete in practice, except 
they are based upon conscience and upon 
the sanctions of eternity, as recognized vol­ 
u ntarily by an intelligent people. 
And 
God’s day cnltivates the one, and rem inds 
us of th e other. 
M an needs the Sabbath 
physically. 
Its law of rest is enstam ped 
upon the physical organization of all beings 
capable of labor. 
H e needs it m orally to 
rise out of engrossing secnlaritiea and m a­ 
terialism to the rem em brance of hia spir­ 
itual interests. 
I t blends the social and’ re­ 
ligious nature of man, and fits him for a 
social heaven. 
The Sabbath was recognized and hon­ 
ored by the founders of our G overnm ent. 
I t was adopted by this nation w ith the 
common law of England ; recognized again 
and again by our legislation throughout 
the land as pecnliar and sacred tim e, a day 
shut out from the range of secular busi­ 
ness—a non-legal day—and cherished, too, 
by the people aa the m other of m any rich 
and rare social blessings. 
The em inent historiao, M acaulay, said : 
“ If Sunday had not been observed as a 
day of rest during the last three centuries, 
I have not the sm allest doubt th a t we 
should have been at this m om ent a poorer 
and less civilized people than we are.” Six 
hundred and forty-one medical m en of Lon­ 
don subscribed a petition to Parliam ent 
relative to this question, in which they 
said : “ Y our petitioners, from their ac­ 
quaintance w ith the laboring classes, and 
w ith th e laws which regulate the human 
economy, are convinced th at a seventh day 
of rest, instituted by God, and coeval with 
the existence of man, is essential to the 
bodily health and m ental vigor of men in 
every station in life.” 
Dr. M oney, of th e Ohio M edical Col­ 
lege, said : “ U nder the due observance of 
the Sabbath, life would, on the average, be 
prolonged more than one-seventh of its 
whole period ; th at is, more than seven 
years in fifty.” 
From a th ird of a centu­ 
ry ’s experience and observation I am fully 
convinced th a t laboring men will perform 
more work in six days in the week than 
they can by working seven, if th e practice 
is continued, and th a t m uch more tim e will 
be lost in a year on account of sickness 
than would be lost by resting one day in 
seven, as a general rule. 
I did not intend 
to spin this out so long, bu t it is nothing 
to w hat m ight be said in favor of preserv­ 
ing our Sabbath day from the assaults of 
California Democracy.

The chickens do not m anifest 
the least alarm a t th eir clumsy ana big­ 
m outhed playm ate, but seem to consider it 
quite a lark to gather around him and peck 
off his stolen coat of meal, even when 
they have plenty more of th e same sort in 
th e saucers.—[Portsm outh (N. H .)

C o n d itio n o r th e C rops In t h e l u l l e d 
S ta te s n n d E u ro p e. 
W a sh in g t o n , August 10th.—The August 
crop returns by the Agricultural Department, 
the work of about 6,000 correspondents, gives 
an estimate covering the entire producing 
area. 
I t is over 1,500 of the principal agri­ 
cultural couuties in the U nited States, upon 
the condition of moat of the crops now grow­ 
ing. 
The condition of cotton has improved 
the past month. 
The general acreage haa 
advanced from 92 to 94. 
This is higher by 
three points than in August, 1879, and lower 
by eight than in August, 1880. 
The average 
of waeat returns lor August relate to the 
spring variety. 
Its condition is higher than 
for several years. 
I t was 88 in 1880, and 81 
in 1879 and 1881. 
I t ia now 97, against 100 
last month. I t was somewhat late, but nearly 
ready for harvest at the date of the returns. 
The probable product of winter and spring 
wheat, after loes by sprouting after harvest, 
will slightly exceed 500.000,000 bushels. 
E x­ 
travagant estimates which assume 15 to 20 
per cent, are mere assumption, and needlessly 
tend to reduce the price of wheat in the 
hands 
of 
farmers. 
A 
special 
agent, 
kept 
by 
the 
Agricultural D epartm ent 
at London, cables to day : 
“ W heat in Eng 
land promises an 
average crop of good 
quality.” Iq France a meuium crop, slightly 
damaged by rain in its blooming period. 
In 
Germany the recent heavy rains have dete­ 
riorated the quality and abundance of the 
product. 
In Russia and A ustria there are 
average crops, and in H ungary 15 per cent, 
above the average. 
The European prospects 
are favorable for a medium product, with 
some reduction in quality. 
The condition of 
the corn crop is represented by 83 as against 
77 last year. 
A t this date in 1881 an insect 
and drought was seer in the reduction of 13 
points iu the general condition during July, 
followed by a greater deterioration in An- 
gu-t. 
A t tlie present time circumstances are 
favorable for a further improvement in most 
of the titatCH. 
The general average condi­ 
tion of other crops is as follows : Oats, 102; 
spring rye, 100 ; barley, 95 ; buckwheat, 97 ; 
potatoes, 101; tobacco, 87. 
t'ro p R ep o rts fro m th e W est. 
C h ic a g o, August 10th.—An Eau Claire 
(Wis.) special says: The harvest has begun 
in earnest, and the reports are all favorable, 
barring some damage by chinch bugs to the 
la.tr spring wheat and oats. 
Corn is pro­ 
gressing wonderfully, and the situation is 
the best for yea:s. 
The loss by l&st week’s 
storm is trifling. 


W a teb to w n 
I Wis.), August 10;h.— The 
winter wheat crop, just harvested, is the finest 
ever raised here, and small damage occurred 
to that in |-h rck . 
Toe barb j crop is dam­ 
aged considerably in quantity. 
Ryes escape 
injury, though oats are badly lodged. 
The 
best yield ever known is looked for. 
Spring 
wheat will turn out well. 
The benefit to 
corn will be more than counterbalanced by 
the injury the rains have done to other crops. 
Southern Illinois reports say corn has im 
proved greatly in condition by the rains, and 
other crope are comparatively little injured. 
St. P aul, A ugust 10th.—The past two 
days the weother has been irreproachable for 
the harvest—cool, breezy and dry.

with reference to hia conduct while negoti­ 
ating the Corean treaty, Baid th at no infor­ 
mation has beeo received by him to jnitify 
the detail of a Court of Inquiry into the case, 
nor in fact did he feel th at any action at bis 
hands was necessary.

B ism a bcb (D . T .)t August 10th.—Rufus 
Hatch, the New Y ork broker, denies the re­ 
port that he purchased any land on the N orth­ 
ern Pacific Railroad. 
He is out here as a 
representative of millions of money in the 
hands of New Y ork capitalists, whicti will be 
ljaned to the Northern Pacific if he finds the 
country as represented.

_ W ashington, August lOtb.—Publlo atten 
tion is drawn to the failure of Congress to 
pass the bill to prevent the spread of oou- 
tagetus diseases among cattle, by the appear­ 
ance of an alarming form of cattle disease 
among stock in several of the States, princi­ 
pally Pennsylvania, N orth Carolina, A la­ 
bama, V irginia and W est V irgitis. 
Inquiry 
at the Agricultural Departm ent to-day elic­ 
ited the information that the disease is be­ 
lieved to be Texas cattle fever, or rplenic 
fever, as it ia called. 
I t firet appeared in 
Alabama, then in N orth Carolina, then in 
the neighborhood of Abingdon, V a , and a 
few days ago near Redding, Pa., acd reports 
received at the D epartm ent to-day indicate 
th at it has made its appearance near W heel­ 
ing.

The President L placed 
in a very awkward position, by the failure of 
Spencer, and where he cannot well overlook 
hia refusal to obey a summons from the 
Government in a case aa im portant as the one 
under consideration.

THE GREAT EARTHQUAKE OP 
LISBON 
IN 1750. 


[Sir Charles Lyell (born at'Kinnordf, Scotland, 
1797, died 1875), wrote “ The Principles of Geolog},” 
end manv contributions to the Geological Society of 
London.; 
^ 
_ 
In no p art of the volcanic region of 
Southern Europe has so trem endous an 
earthquake occurred in m odern tim es as 
th a t which began on the 1st of Novem ber, 
li5 5 , a t Lisbon. 
A Bound of thunder was 
heard underground, and im m ediately after­ 
w ards a violent shock threw down the 
greater part of th a t city. 
In the course of 
about six m inutes, 60,000 persons perished. 
Tbe sea first retired and laid the bar dry ; 
it then rolled in, rising fifty feet above its 
ordinary level. 
The m ountains of Arra- 
bida, Estrella, Julio, M arvan and C intra 
being some of tbe largest in Portugal, were 
im petuously shaken, as it were, from their 
very foundations; and some of them opened 
at th eir sum m its, which were split and 
rent in a w onderful m anner, huge masses of 
them being throw n down into the sa b ja 
cent valleys. 
Flames are related to have 
issued from these m ountains, which are 
supposed 
to 
have been ele ctrie ; 
they 
are also said to have sm oked ; 
bu t vast 
clouds of dust m ay have given rise to this 
appearance. 
The m ost extraordinary circum stance 
which occurred a t Lisbon during the catas­ 
trophe was the subsidence of a new quay, 
built entirely of m arble, a t an immense ex­ 
pense. 
A great concourse of people had 
collected there for Bafety, as a spot where 
they m ight be beyond th e reach of falling 
ruins ; b u t suddenly the quay sank down 
w ith all the people on it, and not one of the 
dead bodies ever floated to the surface. 
A 
great num ber of b ia is aud sm all vessels 
anchored near it, all full of people, were 
swallowed up as in a whirlpool. 
No frag­ 
m ents cf these w recks ever rose again to 
the surface, and tbe w ater in the place where 
the quay had stood is stated, in m any ac­ 
counts, to be unfathom able ; b ut W hite- 
hurBt says he ascertained it to be one hun­ 
dred fathom s. 
In this case, wc m ast either suppose th at 
a certain trac t sank down into a subter­ 
ranean hollow, w hich would cause a “ fault” 
in the stra ta to the depth of six hundred 
feet, or we may infer, as some have done, 
from th e entire disappearance of the sub­ 
stances engulfed, th at a chasm opened and 
cloeed again. 
Y et in adopting this latter 
hypothesis, jve m ust suppose th a t th e up­ 
per part of tbe chasm, to the depth of one 
hundred fathoms, rem ained open after the 
shock. According to the observations made 
at Lisbon, in 1837, by Mr. Sharpe, the de­ 
stroying effects of this earthquake were 


cod fined to th e tertiary strata, and were 
most violent on th e blue clay, on which the 
lower part of the city is constructed. 
N ot 
a building, he says, on the secondary lim e­ 
stone or the basalt was injured. 
The great area over which this Lisbon 
earthquake extended is very rem arkable. 
The movem ent was m ost violent in Spain, 
Portugal, and the north of A fric a ; hut 
nearly the whole of Europe, and even the 
5\ est Indies, felt the shock on the svms 
Jsy . 
A seaport called St. UbeB, about 
tw enty miles south of Lisbon, was en­ 
gulfed. 
A t Algiers and Fez, in Africa, 
the agitation of the earth was equally vio­ 
lent ; and at th e distance of eight leagues 
from Morocco, a village w ith the inhab­ 
itants, to the num ber of about eight or 
ten thousand persons, together w ith all 
th eir cattle, were swallowed np. 
Soon 
after the earth closed again after them. 
The shock was felt at sea, on the deck of 
a ship to the went of Lisbon, and produced 
very mnch the sanie sensation as on dry 
l*od. 
(Jff St. Lucas, the Captaiu of the 
ship N ancy felt bis vessel so violently 
shaken th at he thought she bad struck tho 
ground, but, ou heaving the lead, found a 
great depth of w ater. 
C aptain Clark, from 
Dema, in latitude 36 24' N., betw een 9 
and 10 in th e morning, had his ship shaken 
and strained as if she had struck upon a 
rock. 
A nother ship, forty leagues w est of 
St. \ incent, experienced so violent a con­ 
cussion th a t the men were throw n a foot 
and a half perpendicularly up from the 
deck. 
In A ntigua and Barbadoes, as also 
in Norw ay, Sweden, G erm any, H olland, 
Corsica, Sw itzerland and Italy , trem ors 
and slight oscillations of th e ground were 
felt. 
The agitation of lakes, rivers and springs 
in G reat B ritain was rem arkable. A t Lock 
Lqmond, in Scotland, for exam ple, the wa­ 
ter, w ithout the least apparent cause, rose 
against its banks, and then subsided below- 
its usual level. The greatest perpendicular 
hight of this swell was tw o feet four inches. 
I t is said th a t the m ovem ent of this earth ­ 
quake was undulatory, and th a t it traveled 
a t -the rate of tw enty miles a m inute. 
A 
great wave sw ept over the coast of Spain, 
and ¡3 said to have been sixty feet high at 
Cadiz. 
A t Tangier, in Africa, it rose aud 
fell eighteen tim es on th e coast ; s t Fun 
chai, in M adeira, it rose full fifteen feet 
perpendicular above high-w ater m ark, al­ 
though the tide, which ebbs and flows there 
seven feet, was then at half ebb. 
Besides 
entering th e city and com m itting great 
havoc, it overflowed other seaports in the 
island. 
A t Kins&lc, iu Irelaud, a body of 
w ater rushed into th e harbor, w hirled round 
several vessels and poured into th e m arket­ 
place. 
I t was before stated th a t the sea first re­ 
tired a t Lisbon ; and this retreat of the 
ocean from the shore a t the commence­ 
m ent of an earthquake, and its subsequent 
return iu a violent wave, is a common oc­ 
currence. 
In order to account for the 
phenomenon, M ichell imagined a subsidence 
a t the bottom of the eea from the giving 
w ay of the roof of some cavity, in conse­ 
quence of a vacuum produced by the con­ 
densation of steam , 
¿such condensation, 
he observed, m igut be the first effect of the 
introduction of a large body of w ater into 
fissures and cavities already filled w ith 
ateam, before there had been sufficient tim e 
for tire beat of the incandescent lava to 
tu rn so large a supply of w ater into steam , 
which, being soon accomplished, causes a 
greater explosion. 


DOG T01LET8 IN 
PARIS. 


T here are 1,869 workpeople, m ale and 
female, who subsist in Paris by making 
personal decorations and habilim ents for 
pet dogs or otherw ise paying attention to 
the canine race. 
The trade done by them 
it estim ated a t a total of 5,000,0<>t to 6,­ 
006,000 francs, or nearly a q uarter of a 
million sterling, so th a t it tnay be easily 
guessed how great a commotion is caused 
among this section ot society as cften as 
th e dog-days come around and the inflexi­ 
ble rules of th6 French police as to muzzling 
these anim als are again pu t iu force against 
th eir owners, 
T b t rage for dressing up 
caniue pets has long prevailed in France 
to a much greater extent than on the other 
side of th e channel, aud has assumed ex­ 
travagant proportions. 
The Fbjaro gives 
some exam ples of the most notable fashions 
now to be observed amoog the fair owners. 
Alm ost • very variety of dog has its own 
proper toilet, bssides its own special toilet- 
case, 
containing 
the brushes, combs, 
sponges and other appliances for enabling 
it to be washed and dressed. 
The orna­ 
m ents suitable for a “ bouledogue” would 
be by no 
means fitting for a “ lu lu ,” 
ao r doca it a t ail follow th a t w hat would 
be adm ired on a “ cani.-he” would be 
deemed ia good tastes for a “ griffon.” The 
latter, which is a long-haired and curly- 
haired dog m uch prized by all Freucb 
women, is pitied and despised at this tim e 
of year if he is not close shaven over the 
body, leaving the lion-like mane which 
looks so partienlary ridiculous to the En­ 
glish eye. 
.Smooth terriers, who cannot be 
th u s em bellished or disfigured, are often 
adorned w ith a little plain gold bracelet 
soldered above the forefoot and surm ounted 
w ith a monogram ; bu t it is essential th a t 
the leg encircled w ith this m etal should be 
the left and no t th e rig h t,\ Rough terriers 
have, oa the other hand, a collar of bright 
m etal, having a m edallion or clasp upon it, 
sometimes w ith th e photograph of the 
owner, or of some particular friend of hers, 
inclosed. 
The beat bred “ bulls,” again, 
ought to wear the collar know n as the 
“ officer,” w ith a colored ribbon—red or 
blue for outdoor show and w hite for the 
drawing-room. 
Every dog having any 
claim to be well cared for m ust wear 
cothurnes or tall boots when he gets out 
walking, and these should be of aoeskin, 
fastened w ith rings of India rubber.

In M adrid open house was kept 
in one of his palaces, w hether he was there 
or not. 
One day a lady told him th a t she 
was going to some tow n in Spain, and, pre­ 
sum ing th a t he had a palace there, he 
her to ate i t ; but, finding th a t he 
v.aa m istaken, he at once ordered one to be 
bought and fam ished, in order th a t the in­ 
vitation should stand good. 
I t was diffi­ 
cu lt to praise anything in his presence, for 
he a t once insisted upon th e person who 
praised it accepting it. 
One of his estates 
in Spain was so large th a t it supported a 
band of robbers, who respectfully called 
them selves “ tbe robbers of the Duke of 
O suna.” 
Of th is be was extrem ely proud.

The time for paying judgments will probably 
be, as near as can now he calculated, about 
J uly or Aug-ist, 1884. However, as soon as 
a judgment is obtained the law carries an ap­ 
propriation with it, and tbe legal and pecun­ 
iary value for the amount of the judgment 
and interest is as good as a Government bond. 
The judgment claimant has the obligation of 
tbe Government and the treasury of the 
United States behind him. Judgments bear 
interest at the rate of four per cent, from the 
time of loss to the 31st of March, 1877, which 
will be, on an average, about fifteen years in 
mist of the cases. There wira many officers 
and seamen of captured vessels—probably 
about 6,000 on some 250 vessels.

E d3. R eco rd -U b io n . I am greatly pleased 
to Bee that peo^e are talking more about 
horseshoeing. I read an article on the subject 
in your paper. In many things I agree with 
R, in others I dtffir, I am not able to write 
out a lengthened eeiay on the subject, but I 
leave my forge a few moments to say a few 
words on the subject, many years of experi­ 
ence and some study of the subject being, I 
hope, sufficient to give my words some 
weight, especially as my earliest study of the 
foot of the horse was made as a shoer under 
direction cf some of the best veterinary sur­ 
geons of the English cavalry force, to which I 
was attached. I hold that no man should at­ 
tempt to shoe a horse who is not familiar 
with the formation of the hoof, and I think 
he ought to have knowledge of the anatomy 
of the horse generally. Now, sirs, this is 
easily had, and any horseahoer, if he wants 
to, can study it and know all abont it. Yon 
know, probably, that the outside wall of the 
hoof can be contracted in shoeing, and 1 know 
that it is very often. A tight-fitting shoe, 
or a narrow ihoe, is a damage to the 
horse. But worst of all is the hot shoe. 
8ome skosra even put the shoe to the horse 
red hot—just think of that; red hot when 
fitting. Now they ought to know that to 
bum and shrivel the hoof injures all its 
textures, to say nothing of patting on a shoe 
eo warm that it contracts in cooling. A man 
who has a good horse should never allow the 
hot shoe to touch his horse. The “ hot shce ” 
is the old style. I know it is hard for the old 
school to get over it. It seems to me to be so 
unnatural that I can’t see how anyone can 
doit. What is the result of the hot shce? I 
will try to tell. It makes the hoof brittle ; 
it lessens its elastic quality ; it induces con­ 
traction in the heels ; it gives the horse dead 
frogs instead of springy ones, able to resist 
heavy blows on the pavement. The frog is a 
cushion or pad to receive heavy blows and 
protect the hoof. Lastly, it tends to cripple 
horses. If you put a bit of soleleather on a 
hot stove, what will be the result? Yet a 
horse’s hoof is moro tender and yielding than 
soleleather, and will more easily crimp up. 
Then again, the horse should be shod accord­ 
ing to his weight and power of limb. Then, 
‘oo, the frcg should not be cut away as is 
too often done cow. It is like onto tbe root 
of a tree, and injury to it will cause 
the hoof to die. I hold that short shoeing 
binders the growth of the foot. It causes the 
horse to shorten his step and Pse speed. The 
action of the horse depends mainly upon tbe 
front feet. In common with a few others I 
do not recommend the large toe-and-heel 
calks. If they are high it is like putting the 
hors6 on stilts. There is no benefit in it. 
Many men say the horEe can pnil more with 
them. Now let them study the action of the 
animal’s knees, when pulling heavily, 
and they will eee that it most depends on the 
knee. It is with his knees that he does the 
most gripping, by bringing the forward 
muscles to greatest tension, while supple­ 
menting them with those cf tbe hind lege. 
At any rat?, the hee'.-calk should never be 
higher than the toi-calk, else the horse is 
liable to be “ knee-sprung.” It also is in­ 
jurious to the fetlock joints of the hind legs, 
making them “ knuckle over,” and giv­ 
ing the horse 
an 
awkward appear­ 
ance. Ordioarily horses should be shod 
once in five weeks, at the ontside, for the feet 
need, by that time, some paring down and 
leveling, as where shoes are need this is 
necessary to keep up the natural growth, and 
keep the feet sound, for it is better to have 
all su'-plus growth trimmed off, than have it 
break off. Tbe question as to whether a 
horse should be shod, or not, is a great one 
now. What appears to me to easily answer 
it. is, to leave him without shoes, and work 
him at the same time every day, until you 
fiud the feet are getting sore, and the hoof 
wearing down to the “nerve” ol the frog. 
Tnis has been tried in dry climates, and tbe 
fe.t became eo ¿hard that they broke off in 
sections up to the quick. It has been tried 
in wet climates, and the feet became so soft 
that they are sensitive clear to the nerve. I 
believe 
in 
shoeing, 
but the 
horse 
should have plenty of room in the 
shoe, and 
the shce 
should not be 
nailed too tightly. I would like to say 
something, too, about hand-made and ma­ 
chine-made nails. I am for the latter, and 
fiad the very beet to be the very cheapest. 
The hand-made nail loosens in its bole, 
because it scales off. hut on that 
and other matters I would have to write 
again. I don’t want to be understood as 
saying horse-shoers are all wrong in their 
practices. There are plenty of good and 
competent ones, but we can all study the 
horse more closoly, with profit to us all, aod 
get away from wrong notions of the old 
school. Horse-shoers are like other men, 
and will do pretty much the kind of work 
horsc-owners want them to do, and these are 
too often ignorant of how a horse should be 
shod to do his foot the least injury.

THE WEATHER. 
Yesterday was the hottest day of the eea- 
eon, and the firet time that the thermometer 
has registered Í0Ó degrees in the shade since 
1879. Sergeant Barwick, of the Signal Ser­ 
vice, gives the following statistics regarding 
the heated term of past years : 
Daring the four months of Jane, July, Au­ 
gust and September, 1877, there were 63 days 
that the maximum temperature reached from 
90 to 104. Four months, Jnne, July, August 
and September, 1878, there were 45 da vs with 
a maximum temperature from 90 to 100, and 
daring Jane, July. Aagast and September, 
1879, there were 54 days with a maximum 
temperature from 90 to 103, and for 27 days 
from July 10th to August 17th. the maximum 
temperature reached above 90 on each day, 
being by far the longest continued spell of 
hot weather that has been recorded since tbe 
Signal Office has been established here, which 
was on July 1, 1877. In 1880 there was no 
maximum temperature reaching to 90 in 
Jnne, and only 21 days during July, August 
and September that the thermometer re­ 
corded a temperature to equal and exceed 90. 
The_ record will show trom a careful and 
attentive perusal cf It that the heated terms 
of 1877 and 1879 were exceedii gly long, both 
io being hot from day to day, with no break 
of cooling atmosphere, the year 1877 being 
the hottest of the two. The following is the 
record spoken cf above : 
June, 1877. gave 9 days with a temperature 
from 90 to 104 ; 9th, 100 ; 10th, 102 ; 11th, 
104. In July there were 22 days with a maxi­ 
mum temperature from 90 to 103. On the 
12th it was 103 ; 13th, 102; l4tb, 100. Au­ 
gust gam 18 day*, with a maximum tempera­ 
ture from 90 to 95. September gave 14 days, 
with a maximum temperature from 90 to 98, 
making a total of 23 days for four months, 
when the highest temperature recorded was 
from 90 to 104. 
Jnne, 1878, gave 10 days, with a tempera­ 
ture from 90 to 99 ; July 14 days, with a tem­ 
perature from 90 to 98 ; August 15 days, with 
a temperature from 90 to 100; September 6 
days, with a temperature from 90 to 92, mak­ 
ing a total_of 45 days for the four months. 
Juue, 1879, gave 11 days, with a tempera­ 
ture from 90 to 103; July gave 13 days, with a 
temperature from 90 to 100; August 19 dayB, 
with a temperature from 90 to 103; Septem­ 
ber 11 days, with a temperature from 90 Lo 
96, eight of those days being in succession, 
from the 1st to the 8 th ; for the four months 
a total of 54 days on which the temperature 
reeched from 90 to 103. From July 10th to 
August 17tb, being 27 consecutive days, a 
maximum temperature from 90 to 103 was 
recorded. 
J une, ¿ 1880, the maximum temperature 
reached to 90; July, 1880, gave 8 days, with a 
temperature from 90 to 98 ; August 3 days, 
with a temperature from 90 to 97,; September 
4 days, with a temperature from 90 to 92 ; 
making a total of 21 days, for the three 
months, 
June, 1881, gave three days, with a tem­ 
perature from 90 to 93;; .Inly, 12 days, with a 
temperature from 90 to 99; 6 days being con­ 
secutive. August, 7 days with a tempera­ 
ture from 90 to 95; September 7 days, with a 
temperyture from 90 to 96; making a total of 
29 days for the four months. 
June, 1882. gave 5 days with a temperature 
from 90 to 95 ; J uly, 19 days, with a tem­ 
perature from 90 to 98; and Angust, up to 
lOih, gave a temperature from 90 to 100; 
making a total to date of 31 days, and the 
first tune a temperature of 100 has been 
reached since August, 1879.

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EL DORADO'S FAIR. 
The twelfth annual fair of the XI Dorado 
District Agricultural Association will hi held 
at Placerviile, El Dorado connty, commenc­ 
ing oh the 5:h and ending on the 8th of Sep­ 
tember. The officers of the association are 
George G. Blanchard, President; C. H. 
Weatherwax, Secretary; John Blair, Trea­ 
surer; Thomas Fraser, Superintendent of 
Park and Stock Grounds, and J . H. Miller, 
Superintendent of the Pavilion. _ Over $3,000 
will be given in premíame. Liberal special 
premiums will be allowed for aU worthy ar­ 
ticles. 
The classification of the departments is as 
follows: First—Live stock. Second—Machin­ 
ery, implements, etc. Third—Mechanical pro­ 
ducts, California inventions, designs, etc. 
Fourth—Textile fabrics, and materials and 
domestic products. Fifth—Agricultural pro­ 
ducts. Sixth—Horticultural products. Sev­ 
enth—Fine arts and juvenile department. 
The association has a splendid half-mile 
regulation track, one-half mile northwest of 
the city of Placerviile. It is inclosed, well 
improved, and said to be one of the fastest 
tracks in the State.

The El Dora­ 
do Canal Company’s ditch, containing several 
thousand inches ol water, conrees down from 
the top of a mountain several miles distant, 
making a water-fall 1,500 feet iu hight. From 
the grand stand it looks like the Bridal Veil 
fall at Yosemite. On the south lies the town 
of Placerviile, with her numerous beautiful 
homes, and beyond are to be seen quartz and 
hydraulic mines, orchards and vineyards, the 
fruit of which is not surpassed for quality 
and flavor in the world. On the west, in the 
distance, is seen Pine Mountain, on whose 
summit Fremont planted the starry flag in 
1848. Here are to be seen orchards, vine­ 
yards and grain field*, stock and dairy farms 
without number. There, perhaps, is not a 
race track in the State eo admirably located 
as that at Placerviile.

MEN OF1 THE HOTJH. 


FERDINAND DE LESSEP3, 
THE MAN WHO MADE THE SUEZ CANAL. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps was born at Ver­ 
sailles, in 1806, the mn of Jean Baptiste 
Barthelemi, Bazon de Lemeps. When twenty 
yean old he was appointed rU tathr to tbe 


French Consulate in Lifbon. He wa* after 
wards engaged fn the Commercial Depart­ 
ment of the Minister of Foreign Affairs. In 
1828 he was attar he tc the Consul-General at 
Tnnis, and in 1831 was made Consul at Alex­ 
andria. In hii thirty-fifth year be was made 
Consul at Rotterdam, and in 1839 negotiated 
in behalf of French commerce with the 
Spanish Government. The same year he 
was transferred to the Consulate at Barce­ 
lona. In 1844, he returned again to Alex­ 
andria, but was epeedily reappointed to Barce­ 
lona. French Minister at the Court of 
Madrid in the last days of the reign of Louis 
Philippe, he returned to Paris after the 
revolution in which that monarch fell, and 
was sent by the Republican Government to 
represent l'rance at R >me, then under a gov­ 
ernment beaded by Merzziti. His commis­ 
sion to mgotiete for the coo?'ruction of the 
Fnrz Canal was given in 1854, but not until 
1856 wiB the Compignie International formed 
for this purpose. The years between then 
and 1864 were spent io c ollecting money for 
bis great project, atd in the overcoming of 
other difficulties then the financial one ; bnt 
in Jnly, 1864, the fioal and favorable decision 
of Isapoleon III. was gained and work on the 
canal fairly begun. It was opened in 1869, 
the year witnessing the completion of perhaps 
the greatest piece of engineering of modern 
times, and the highest triumph cf the inde­ 
fatigable man who had constructed It. M. 
de L?ssepe is a well preserved old man, good- 
looking, and fascinating in disconrse. He has 
visited the United States, and is personally 
acquainted with many of our public men.

When th« flying trapeze act of the oir- 
cuses began to grow familiar to the public 
eye, great endeavors of skill and daring 
were uiade to enhance ita seeming diinculty 
and danger. But human power and agility 
could go just ro far, unaided, iu defyiDg 
the laws of gravitation, and no further. 
Then opered a new era, that of the utiliza­ 
tion of mechanical 
appliances 
for the 
achievement of startling gymnastic novel­ 
ties. 
Singularly enough, nearly all the 
most famous and astonishing of these me­ 
chanical devices have been 
the inven­ 
tion of one m an--an 
American—named 
W . L. Hunt, himself in former years a 
famous trapeze performer. 
In IStid Jlr. Hunt, then, as yet, known 
professionally as Signor G. A. Jwirini, was 
giving a season of gymnastic entertain­ 
ments in the London Alhambra, in which 
he was aided by a slender and pretty boy 
named Samuel W asgatt, billed under the 
name of “ El Nino Farini.” 
In one of 
their performances Farini was accustomed 
to lay hia feet upon one trapeze and his 
neck upon another, bolding bia body per­ 
fectly rigid between them, with the boy 
standing upon lúa belly, until, at a given 
signal, the hoy made an upward leap, and, 
aided by a spring of Farini’s body, darted 
to a third trapeze twelve feet above. 
Ono 
day the happy thought occurred to Farini, 
“ Why not employ a springboard instead of 
my body ?” 
He tried it. 
It was an im­ 
provement. 
Then bia inventive faculties 
were directed to the discovery of wa^s and 
means for the propulsion of performers to 
hights and distance» wholly impossible for 
flesh and blood alone. 
In Liverpool he made the model of his 
first machine for “ jumping u p " a per­ 
former to the height of forty feet, and at 
Marseilles built the machine itself and 
practiced “ K! Nino Farini ” in its use. In 
Marseilles, too, he did something elee. He 
transformed Samuel W asgatt into a charm­ 
ing young girl, who was advertised in 
Pans, where the thing was first brought 
out, as “ Lulu." 
The feat created a pop­ 
ular sensation, although its advent was in 
a time of intense public excitement over 
far more serious matters, the German army 
being ju.it about to invest tbe city. 
In 
performing it “ |Lnln ” stood rigidly upon 
a footplate let into the stage, upon the 
game slope as the stage, ana not distin­ 
guishable 
from 
tho 
floor. 
Suddenly 
she was seen darting upward toward a 
spring-board, forty feet above the stage, 
where she touched only, and made a 6econd 
surprising leap to a trapeze still further np, 
where she made a performance. 
At the moment of the beginning of her 
flight there was a great crash, but no 
human eye was quick enough to see what 
ma e it ; there were, indeed, two crashes, 
but so close together that the ear recog­ 
nized them only as one. 
Yet, in the im­ 
perceptible interval between those crashes, 
an iron spindle supporting the foot-plate 
shot up tive feet above tbe stage, giving 
tbe iuipnlae for that frightful leap, and re­ 
treated again to its place. 
India-rubber 
springs were the motive power for both 
movements. 
One set of them, when liber­ 
ated, fired the spindle upward, and at its 
extreme elevation it automatically freed 
another set, which Jerked it back into 
place. 
On that first machine, when it was 
set ready for the feat, there were 120 rub­ 
ber springs, each with a tension of forty-five 
pounds, a total of 5,400 pounds. 
No won­ 
der that Lulu went up like a bullet from a 
gnu. 
No wonder that “ he "—to use the 
masculine pronoun Lulu now claims—com­ 
plained that “ it had a tendency to tele­ 
scope a person.” 
Indeed it did telescope 
him after a while, when ho began to get 
heavier, to such an extent th at he was 
very seriously injured, and had to dimin­ 
ish the strength of the machine and shorten 
the leap by ten feet. An ingenious arrange­ 
ment was introduced in connection with this 
feat in Paris, by which, at the moment of 
Lulu’s flight, a net—previously held back 
by counter-weights—was instantaneously 
spread by rubber springs, and in place be­ 
neath her before she reached the spring­ 
board. 
In 167flSignorFarini invented theeannon 
for firing a performer from its muzzle to a 
considerable distance, with much noise and 
smoke, but witbout an y danger to the pro­ 
jectile. 
The first cannon was operated by 
India-mbber springs, b at Farini’s patents 
have covered two other modes of 
pro­ 
pulsion, one by spiral springs 
and the 
other actually by the force of gunpowder, 
which in the spring cannons is Bimply used 
to keep up appearances. 
W hen the per­ 
former is to be literally “ fired out,” a 
heavy barrel in t.he breech of the Eham can­ 
non is loaded with abont twice as much pow. 
der is would constitute a charge for a shot­ 
gun, and the gases produced by ita com­ 
bustion are set loose in the air chamber at 
the bare of a series of telescoped shells 
surrounding the person in the cannoD. As 
the shells extend 
toward the muzzle 
like the lengthening of a telescope, they 
give a rapid impetns to the performer. 
Near the muzzle two openings are devel­ 
oped, through which pours the black Bmoke 
from tho explosion, without any danger of 
burning or blackening the fired-out one, 
who is at the moment gyrating throogh 
apace. 
The cannon is so arranged that 
springs can be used if desired, and in that 
case the explosion of a smaller quantity of 
powdor is required, merely to free the 
spring. 
Attempts have been made to get 
up the cannon trick in this country, but it 
is fully protected by patents, and the modes 
by which evasion has been sought have not 
been encouraging. 
In ore case the per­ 
former was already darted ont into the net 
w hen the explosion took place—an entire 
" give away,” as Bliowmen say ; and in 
the other a rash performer had his legs 
driven up into him. 
Farim’s young woman, whom he called 
Zazel, did the cannon act successfully two 
i and a half years in the Royal Aquarium 
in London. The trick is not iu the superior 
cannon, however. 
The performer must 
have nerve enough to remain perfectly 
rigid in the trying second after giving the 
word "G o.” 
And that perfect nerve ia 
exceedingly difficult to find, so much so 
that Signor Farini has Dever discovered 
anybody but Lulu who oould do successfully 
the jump-up act. 
Others became limp 
somewhero at tho prospect of the awful 
chuck before them just as they said " Go,” 
aud when they went np it was in all sorts 
of ways, like a rabbit thrown up by its 
hind legs. Few of them ever tried it twice.

W e are told that nntil a few 
years past this land has been used almost 
exclusively for raising w h eat; but a few 
more daring spirits have ventured to try 
fruit and vine culture, and the result is a 
perfect success. 
The soil is rich and pro- 
duotive, the climate cannot be exoelled, 
crops are as sure as the recurring seasons, 
as they are never injured by frosts. 
Frnit 
raised here is equal, if Dot superior, to any- 
raised in the State. 
In addition to having 
a large and sure crop, they have from 15 to 
20 per cent, advantage over the foothills of 
marketing. 
A few minntee, or an hour at 
most, will deliver the fruit at the depot in 
good condition, while they of the foothills 
and up the valley can scarcely make two 
trips a day. 
The cost of delivering alone 
from Borne of those fruiteries will exceed 
thonsands of dollars, which certainly is a 
heavy yearly tax which those<n this valley 
escape. 
W e are told that John Wolfskill ga­ 
thered and sold $4,800 worth of apricots 
off of 250 trees standing on leas than three 
acres of ground ; and in the adjoining 
grapery of A. E. Briggs, the vast amonnt of 
grapes hanging upon the vines is simply 
a marvel, and yet he tells us this ia but 
an average crop. 
On twenty acres of vines 
he will have 200 to rs of Tokay grapes, be­ 
sides tbe Muscats. 
The latter are made 
into raisins, which, in the market, com­ 
mand the highest price. 
The Tokays are 
always salable. 
From my observations I 
regard this part of the valley as the Eden 
of California.

defendant withont leaving the jury-box.
